and won fame aus a sportsman and athlete
In his college days, He came to New York

The firm dissolved in
1865 gnd Btokes began the erection of the
Brooklyn ofl fefinery. Tt was while organiz-
ing the project that Stokes met Fisk, whom
he shar later
